It is true that 
much that is immoral is found in so-called Chris- 
tian lands; but we may say, aS Benjamin Frank- 
lin said to Thomas Paine, “If men are so wicked 
with religion, what would they be withowd it?” 

The book has been a mighty reformer. We do 
fiot claim that it makes men angels, not always 
éven saints, at once; but its constant, ufiiversal, 
pétsistent tendency is to lift men. It has extend- 
ed this power ever sifice it was given to the world, 
afid it is doing the same to-day. Its effect is as 
Stiddeni as it is radical. The drunkard loathes his 
etips ; the blasphemet becomes devout ; the licen- 
tious man grows pufe in thought and life. I said 
there were 300,000,000 blessed with the word of 
God. These embrace meti of all complexions and 
faces. Among them are ifhabitants of every con- 
tifient and dwellers of many islands of the deep. 
They are as unlike as the circumstances of race, 
culture, and environment could make them. Yet 
it is found that wherever this book goes, when- 
ever a heart comes under its spell and yields to 
its sway, the charm of its Divine influence is the 
same. Like its Master, it has ‘‘gone about doing 
good.” 

And this is the book which infidels oppose, and 
which they would banish from the world. Sup- 
pose they were to succeed. Suppose to-day every 
Bible, and every influence and institution which 
roots itself in and springs. from the Bible, were 
swept from the world, what then? Our literature 
would be destroyed, our art galleries emptied, 
our churches burned, our schools, colleges, courts 
of justice, almshouses, hospitals, asylums, and or- 
phan houses would go with the book that gave 
them. The word ‘‘home’’ would cease to have a 
meaning. Woman would become again the slave 
of man. Man himself would be but an animal, 
without law other than he should be pleased to 
frame ; without responsibility, without aspiration, 
and without hope beyond this brief life. It would 
be a horrible expériment, but I have sometimes 
thought that a few years of solid atheism would 
work in the minds of some men a due apprecia- 
tion of this book and the benefits which it brings 
to the world. How shall we look upon those 
whose untiring efforts are put forth to banish it, 
anid who fail from lack of power, not from lack of 
ptrpose? We do not view their futile efforts 
with anxiety, for the brave old book has won too 
many battles to tremble for its safety now. It has 
laid many generations of opposers in their graves, 
and to-day, ‘‘with eye undimmed and natural 
force unabated,’’ stands ready to do the same 
for any who are foolhardy enough to stand in its 
path. But we cannot forget that the hand lifted 
against the Bible is lifted against humanity. Who-

TABREEZ, July 1, 1884 


DEAR BROTHER :—I am thankful to report my 
safe arrival at home last Saturday afternoon, after 
an absence of two months, in which time I hac 
travelled over 1,200 miles on horseback, visiting 
Zenjen, Casveen, Teheran, Hamadan, Senna, and 
Maragha. The ride from Hamadan to Tabreez 
was through a very mountainous region, and was 
very tiresome for ourselves and our animals. 

I was enabled to sell some Scriptures by the 
way, and I gave away a few copies where it 
seemed expedient, but I did not stay long enough 
in any place to do really much work of that kind. 
The knowledge I have gained of the country and 
its inhabitants will be of service. The resources 
of the land are much gteater than I had supposed. 
I was sutprised to see so much productive land 
in the parts of Persia and Koordistan which I 
traversed’ The quantity of wheat raised this | ~ 
yeat is very great. But there is less intelligence | ~ 
among the people than I expected to find, and 
outside of the cities there seemed to be few 
schools or readers. tae 

My experience has taught me something about. 
the hardships endured by our colporteurs, the 
difficulty of selling the Scriptures, and the peril 
from robbers by the way. At one point on our 
journey in Koordistan a party of twenty mounted 
highwaymen, armed to the teeth, came upon us. 
They stopped at a village near where we weré 
taking our lunch, and sent two of their number 
to ask who we were, what was our business, and © 
where we were going.

DEAR BROTHER :—I wrote you soon after 
| my arrival home from my two-months’ journey. 
| ‘There are one or two matters to which I wish to 
refer, which did not find room in my last. 

I have never realized before, as on this journey, 
what a great privilege it is to be the cause of 
placing even one copy of God’s word in a village 
where for the first time it will be read, and where 
it will remain to give light and life to many be- 
nighted souls. Iam also convinced more strong- 
ly than ever, by late events, that our Society will 
have the leading work in evangelizing the Mos- 
lems of Persia for years to come. A few months 
ago, it appeared as though the great work was 
being done by the missionaries and their helpers, 
in preaching and proclaiming, both in public and 
private, the gospel message. The stated serv- 
ices were largely REE i Moslems, who list- 
ened attentively and willingly, and seemed to ac- 
cept everything that was said in favour of Chris- 
tianity and against Mohammedanism. Moslem 
pupils were attending their schools, both male 
and female. Many also came to our houses for 
private conversation and instruction. Our men 
everywhere—in the bazaars, private houses, and 
in some cases in the mosques—were proclaimin 
the gospel of Jesus Christ in the plainest | 
most pronounced terms. It was pretty generally 
known by the Mohammedans that a number of 
converts from Islam had become members of our 
church after being publicly baptized. To all 
this aggressive work against the established faith | 
there seemed to be no protest nor hindrance. 
This state of affairs has continued ever since I 
moved to Tabreez, and even before this. 

We have expressed surprise one to another at 
different times, that we were allowed to pursue 
our work so quietly and yet so openly. But we 
were prepared to see a change of affairs at any 
time. That time seems to have arrived. | It be- 
gan three months ago, when one of the Broa 
converts from Islam had to flee the city for his 
life. The trouble began with his wife and daugh- 
ter complaining to the chief priest in the city 
that he had turned Christian and wished to make 
them Christians also. The sad part of it was that 
‘his daughter had already professed to be one, 
and was a member of ourchurch. The priest sent 
to arrest him, but he fled to the Mission premises 
| for protection. _They kept him a few days; but 
| the excitement increased to such a degree, and 
| their premises were watched so closely, that it 
| 


About this time a noted Z#fee, or rogue, took 
the matter up, thinking that probably he might 
get “‘black-mail’’ from the missionaries, as he 
had from merchants and others in Tabreez. He 
made the attempt indirectly, but received such 
an answer that he thought it not best to follow 
up the subject, and he now is playing the vole of 
a persecutor of “the despised sect of Christians.” 
He attends our services on Sundays to see what 
Moslems attend, and then reports them to the 
government or gets them arrested. Thus mak- 
ing himself feared, he has tried to levy black-mail 
on these parties. Lately he has taken a more 
serious work in hand. He has had written a pe- 
tition to the people, setting forth that the Prot- 
estants are turning the “faithful” away from the 
true faith, endeavouring to make them Christians, 
and inducing Moslem women to change their 
dress and customs. Then he calls upon all faith- 
ful Moslems to rise up and expel all Protestants 
from their city and land. He went about the 
city procuring seals to this petition. It created 
great commotion, and he readily obtained a large 
number of signatures. Finally it came to the 
ears of the French consul, who is acting at pres- 
ent as United States vice-consul, and he reported 
the matter to the authorities and demanded that 
a stop be put to it. The authorities attended to 
the matter, took possession of the paper, and 
commanded the man_to go about his business 
and let the Protestants alone. But he is such a 
powerful man, they say, that the authorities are 
afraid to deal severely with him lest his followers 
take revenge. Matters, however, came to such 
a pass, that for several days great anxiety was 
felt, both on the part of the government and the 
foreign consuls, lest there would be a mob. 

Only two of the missionaries were in the city, 
Messrs. Wright and Wilson. ..Mr. Ward had re- 
cently left for America, and Dr. Holmes and I 
were on our journey to Teheran and Hamadan, 
Our families were thus left entirely alone. The 
other two gentlemen are unmarried and live sep- 
arately in different parts of the city. Their situa: 
tion was far from pleasant, with a possibility of a 
mob, and a Moslem mob at that, battering away 
at our gates for admission, either day or night: 
This was the condition of affairs when we reached 
home, much to the relief of our families, as you 
can imagine. - 

Just about this time, to add fuel to the flame, — 
the Ramazan, or month of fasting, began. The 
poor people of all classes have to abstain strictly 
from eating, drinking, and smoking, for seventeen 
and a half hours every day, and this, too, in this 
fearfully hot weather, It is exceedingly severe 
and cruel upon the poor day-labourers, who can- 
not, like the rich, turn night into day. They are 
driven almost to despair, are mad with hunger 
and thirst, and yet are afraid to break the fast. 
They are in a very bad frame of mind, and very 
bitter toward Christians of all_classes, because 
they can eat, drink, and smoke as much as they

REPORT ON BIBLE WORK TO THE MISSION OF THE 
: A,B. 0. F,M. IN NORTH CHINA, 
BY REV. W. 8. AMENT, BIBLE CORRESPONDENT, MAY, 1884. 


No colporteur has been regularly engaged at 
Peking. Two members of the Peking church 
are employed under the superintendence of Mr. * | 
Bagnall. The helpers from this station take but 
few books with them into the country, because, as 
a rule, their whole time and strength can be prof- 
itably taken up in preaching and teaching at the 
various outstations, The city of Peking is well 
worked over by Mr. Murray and his staff of help- 
ers of the Scotch Bible Society, and by colport- 
eurs of all the Missions in Petes In the city 
the sales are usually good, even a native being 
able, by industrious activity, to make a very re- 
spectable report. The systematic study of the 
International Series of Sunday School Lessons by 
the various Missions in the city is doing much to 
unlock the treasures of the Bible, even to out- 
siders. Not a few outside of the church engage 
in this study with ardor. 

In and about Kalgan Mr. Chapin is able to dis- 
cern some hopeful indications. Not a few have 
purchased Scriptures the second, third, and per- 
haps the fourth time. The number of Bible read- 
ers is multiplying. A general acquaintance with 
the fundamental doctrines of Christianity is more 
widespread than ever before. 

The Tuhg-Chow report contains one item of 
marked interest. The student helpers, while at 
work as colporteurs to the east of Peking, en- 
countered a trader, who received them kindly, 
invited them to his home, and, best of all, made 
special inquiries concerfiing the doctrines of | 
Christianity. He had in years past purchased | 
portions of Scripture and his interest was excited. | 


representative here, have made an earnest re- 
quest that we will not hold services in our church 
during this month of Ramazan, and that we will 
not allow Moslems to attend our services, if we 
conclude to hold services at our own houses. 
They say plainly that they are afraid that a mob 
would gather and attack us and tear our church 
down, and possibly (!) do us injury. They say: 
“You know as well as we what a mod is; we can 
have no control over it, and for the time being 
are powerless.” 

Last Saturday night there was a large gather- 
ing of the priests and lawyers to see what could 
be done to get rid of us. It was finally decided 
that this man whom I have mentioned as work- 
ing so hard against us, should watch our houses 
and see if any Moslems were attending, and if so, 
report it. This was in defiance of an order from 
the government forbidding him to come near 
our quarters. We, however, had decided it was 
the part of prudence to acquiesce in the polite 
and friendly request of the government, seconded 
by the consul. So we held services in our own 
dwellings at the female seminary building, and 
only two Moslems were present—one a servant of 
ours, and the other a spy sent in by this enemy. 

Last night a telegram came from our minister, 
Mr. Benjamin, in Teheran, requesting us to use 
great caution, and advising us not to have any 
Moslem pupils ¢hts month. He said he would 
write fully by next mail. We are trying to act as 
our Blessed Master, who is watching over and 
protecting us through all these strange and trying 
scenes, would have us do. We cannot act con- 
trary to our consciences, but are willing to com- 
ply as far as possible with what seems prudent 
and wise. We feel the gravity of the situation. 
It is a question now which concerns not us only, 
but the entire Christian community, of whom 
there are over three thousand in the city. For if 
a mob should arise and fall upon us, they would 
not, in all probability, stop with massacring us, but 
make a clean sweep of all in the city bearing the 
hated name. This is the present situation. 

One would naturally think that under the cir- 
cumstances we would be greatly agitated and 
terrified. But we are not: we move along as 
usual, attending to our regular work, as though 
nothing unusual were occurring. Our trust is 
alone inGod: We feel we are in the path of duty 
and about our Father’s business, and therefore 
“we fear no evil. I felt the same way when shut 
up in the besieged city of Oroomiah in 1880, when 
it was surrounded by thousands of bloodthirsty 
Koords, and when for three days and nights there 
was constant firing on both sides, and we knew 
not what hour the enemy would take the city and 
put us all to death. The comforting promise 
came so many times to my mind then and now: 
“Thou wilt keep him in perfect peace, whose 
mind is stayed on thee: because he trusteth in

The aim.was 
to make regular visitations to fairs and markets, 
and to follow up the work as carefully as possi- 
ble, and some favourable signs were seen. Spe- 
cial effort has been made to instruct the women. 
An efficient Bible-woman devotes a large portion 
of her time to this work, under the general super- 
vision of the ladies of the station. Not less than 
forty women and girls in the village of Pang-Chia 
are under daily instruction. Idolatry is losing its 
hold upon the people. A marked decrease in 
the amount of money spent, and in the willing- 
ness to contribute for idolatrous worship, is 
apparent. : 

The chief want of the Christians everywhere is 
an intelligent acquaintance with the Bible. Crude 
decisions are made and questionable practices 
indulged in, because of ignorance of some of the 
fundamentals of Scripture teaching. The por- 
tions of the Bible now sown broadcast over the 
land, we believe, will give more correct ideas of 
Christianity, and will better correct errors than 
anything man can produce. When the Mission 
can point to its groups of aggressive and earnest 
Bible students, there will be the day of real 
growth, and the Church will then set out on a 
career of conquest. 

Some object to Bible distribution in this land 
as superficial, and as a wasteful expenditure of 
strength and money. Yet the methods of the 
American Bible Society are founded on experi- 
ence and knowledge secured in the most practi- 
cal manner. This Society is not supported by 
one denomination alone, but by all the important 
churches of America; so that its work must be 
strictly unsectarian. It would require, perhaps, 
more than human wisdom to prepare even the 
simplest commentary, preface, or explanation, 
which would be perfectly satisfactory to its varied 
constituency. Granting that the Scriptures and 
tracts might be profitably circulated together, it 
is by no means certain that that method should 
be universally followed. All methods may be 
good, but perfection cannot be claimed for any 
one to the exclusion of others. Facts of history, 
if investigated, would rather confuse those who 
deprecate a miscellaneous distribution of the 
Scriptures. Opposers say that such work should 

| be vigorously prosecuted in Roman Catholic 
lands, but that in heathen countries some pre- 
liminary work must precede. But it is just here 
that we point to the Bible, unaided by man’s 
| explanations, making its greatest triumphs.

MR, BAGNALL’S REPORT, MARCH, 1884. 


On the 4th, accompanied by one native helper, 
I started from Peking with four boxes containing 
over 2,000 books. These with bedding, clothing, 
and other necessaries for a long trip, formed quite 
a load for two mules to draw. Being desirous 
to keep my books for more distant places, I de- 
layed as little as possible on the way, and chose 
the direct road across the north of the province 
of Shantung, this being the nearest route to Ta- 
Ming-fu in South Chihli. 

On the 12th we reached the town of Hsing-Chi, 
about 4 p.M., and had to put up, as the next place 
was too distant to reach that evening. There 
are a large number of troops at this place and 
the busy street seemed full of soldiers. As this 
seemed a suitable place to begin work, I opened 
one of my book-boxes and sold a good number 
of books, chiefly to military men. 

The following forenoon we reached the city of 
Ts’ang-Chow, and, hurrying through with break- 
fast, sold two New Testaments and seventy parts 
while the mules were feeding ; and during the 
afternoon, coming to a hamlet where they were 
holding a fair, I sold thirty-eight Portions in a 
short time, so that we had the satisfaction of sell- 
ing 110 books and travelling thirty miles that day. 

We spent Sunday, the 16th, at the town of Sang- 
Yuan, the first town in Shantung by this road. 
During the day several people came to my room, 
and we had opportunity to speak for the Lord. 
I also spoke for-some time on the canal-bank to 
a really attentive little group of people, a few of 
whom asked a few questions and seemed inter- 
ested in hearing of God’s love. 

The forenoon of the 18th brought me to the 
station of the American Board at P’ang-Chia. 
Starting the following morning, we visited four 
cities and several towns during the week. We 
had good sales, and with one exception we were 
received in a friendly manner. There are a great 
many Mohammedans about this district, and I 
was sorry I had not brought along some Arabic 
Gospels. ; 

Spending Sunday, the 23d, at the city of Kwan- 
Hsien, I had several visitors. I also called at the 
mosque, and was received politely by the resi- 


dent teacher, who showed the school where 


about twenty scholars between twelve and twen- 
ty years old were studying Arabic. During the 
afternoon I preached to an orderly crowd of list- 
eners in front of a large temples I had sold over 
too books in this city on Saturday ; but on Sun- 
day so many kept coming for books that I de- 
cided to stay over the forenoon of Monday.

The building, and 
what is now seen in it, are a striking testimony 
to the strength and permanence of the hold 
which the word of God is gaining in this capital 
and empire. ’ 

We are happy to report a spirit in these assem- 
blies which attests the presence of our common 
Master with his disciples, and gives hope of 
better times in the future. 

Among the topics considered has been that of 
arrangements in the business of distributing by 
sale the publications of your Society and our 
Missions.

chapel in the west suburbs about six years ago. 
Starting again at daylight the next morning, 
we entered the province of Ho-Nan in the after- 
noon—Chihli being only about 100 Z wide at this 
point—and at dark put up at Sin-Chang-Hsien, 
We saw hills to-day in the distance, being the 
first high land seen ‘since leaving Peking. The 
dialect in the country here is a good deal differ- 
ent from what we have been used to, but in the 
cities a plain Mandarin is spoken.

THE LORD'S WORK IN BRAZIL. 
REY. J. BEATTY HOWELL, SAN PAULO. 


The prosperous condition of the schools, the 
growing subscription list of the religious paper, 
the increasing number of young men studying 
for the ministry, are all encouraging indications of 
the Lord’s favour and blessing. Greater ground 
for encouragement, stronger incentive to in- 
creased activity, and deeper cause for thankful- 
ness, however, are found in the abundant proofs 
that God is working in Brazil by the direct opera- 
tion of his Spirit upon the hearts of the people, 
independently of human agencies. Day by day 
it is becoming more evident that the Brazilian 
people are awakening from their long sleep of 
three centuries, and are beginning to think for 
themselves in religious matters, to seek after the 
light and the truth; this, tuo, in regions where 
the gospel has never been preached and mis- 
sionary agents have never penetrated. 

A few weeks ago, the ministers in San Paulo 
received an urgent appeal from two families in 
an interior town, 500 miles north of our nearest 
church, begging that some one be sent to explain 
to them more fully the gospel doctrines. Not 
long before, a similar appeal came from another 
interior town, 250 miles to the south of our near- 
est church, telling how a number there, who had 

- never seen a Protestant minister, were eagerly 
_ waiting for one to come that they might make 
profession of their faith and baptize their chil- 
dren. These are but specimens of the distant 
calls which come to the different missionaries. 
_ Still more striking are the many evidences of a 
widespread and growing interest in the word of 
God. The sales of Bibles by the two societies 
_ represented in Brazil, for the last three years, are

old-time custom of throwing all the religious 
responsibility upon the priests, and a very wide- 
spread desire on the part of the Brazilian people 
to judge for themselves what is the truth, 

It should be noted, too, that this demand for 
the Bible is not confined to the regions where 
the missionaries are at work; but away back in 
the interior, far from the centres of missionary 
operation, there is such a desire to possess the 
Bible that ordinary peddlers, as a mere business 
speculation, have been taking with them cheap 
copies of the Scriptures and selling them at an 
enormous profit. One such peddler last year, 
having his curiosity excited by the great interest 
shown in the book was led to examine it for him- 
self, and by the simple reading of it was led to 
recognize his condition as a lost sinner, and 
Christ’s willingness and power to save, and to- 
day, having consecrated his life to the work of 
distributing the Scriptures, is one of our most 
faithful and successful Bible-sellers. Similar in- 
stances of conversion by the simple reading of 
the Bible are quite numerous, and in many ways 
the Lord is verifying to us his promise that ‘‘his 
word shall not return unto him void, but shall 
accomplish that which he pleases, and prosper in 
the thing whereto he has sent it.” 

Indeed, three, at least, of our native churches 
trace their origin directly to the blessing of God 
upon single copies of the Bible which fell into 
the hands of men whose hearts God’s Spirit had 
touched and prepared to receive the truth. In 
one case the Bible was bought by a traveller, 
who, after reaching his home, was so impressed 
with the truths with which he then became ac- 
quainted for the first time, that he rode back on 
horseback 150 miles to the place where he had 
purchased the Bible, to find some one who would — 
come and explain to his friends and relations the 
new religion, and, as a result, in a few months 
nearly the whole community was converted and 
a strong church organized. —_ 

In another case, a man who had lived some 
time in a Protestant community, and was once 
deeply interested in religion but had been turned 
aside by Spiritualism, when moving into another 
neighbourhood took his Bible with him, and, 
as an object of curiosity, showed it to his new 
neighbours. Some of these became at once 
deeply interested, and soon began to call the 
owner of the Bible to account for neglecting its 
precepts and rejecting the salvation therein re- 
vealed. In a little while, eight of these neigh- 
bours were rejoicing in a Saviour found, which 
so impressed the owner of the wonderful book — 
that his hardened heart at last yielded and he 
accepted Christ, and, coming for a minister to 
receive the new Christians into the church, told | 
him, weeping, how God had converted him <a 
first making him the means, almost against his 
will, of converting others.

French admiral appeared off the coast and 
attacked a fort on the Han River, but finding 
it no child’s play he sent to France for an 
overwhelming force, and threatened the total 
destruction of the Corean power. But just at 
that critical moment the French army with its 
emperor was captured at Sedan, the empire 
collapsed, France found a more formidable foe 
under the ramparts of Paris, and Corea for the 
time escaped. Still it was felt that the grudge | 
remained; that revenge would yet be demanded; 
and as the republic acquired vigour and began | 
to push its conquests on the Senegal and the 
Ogovie, in Tunis and Madagascar, that great 
Chinese statesman, Li Hung Chang, saw that 
between the French Catholic power on the 
south, and the Russo-Greek power on the north, | _ 
each seeking to justify its commercial and politic | — 
schemes by its missionary zeal, some change 
must be made in the restrictive policy of Corea. 
For her own sake and for the sake of China, to 
which she stood as a vassal, she must change © 
her methods of defense. He urged the Corean | 
government to open its gates to foreign inter- | 
course and come into the family of nations— | 
to gather about itself as a safeguard the com- | 
mercial interests of England and America and 
other powers, and at the same time to possess | 
itself of the science and the equipments of | 
modern warfare.

COREA, 

The Methodist Episcopal Church of this country 
has determined to do something for the evangel- 
ization of Corea, and Dr. Maclay has gone thither 
to survey the ground, accompanied by his wife, 
and by Pokwi Peang, a convert to Christianity, 
who will act as his interpreter. 

The Foreign Missionary announces the pur- 
pose of the Presbyterian Board to extend its 
work to Corea, and the appointment of the 
Rev. Horace G, Underwood as its first mission- 
ary to the “hermit nation.” He is expected 
to sail for Japan in-December, and to spend 
some time there in the study of the Corean 
language with Rijutei and other converts now 
residing in Tokio. This movement, as well as 
that of the Methodist Episcopal Church, will 
derive benefit from the preliminary work already 
done by the Bible Society in preparing the Scrip- 
tures for circulation among the Coreans. The 
Foreign Missionary also quotes from an address 
delivered by Dr. Ellinwood before the last Gen- 
eral Assembly, who spoke as follows concerning 
the new mission and the relations of the country 
to China and Japan: 

A glance at the geographical positions of the 
‘three countries in their relation to each other 
will explain the great changes which have come 
‘over them. Corea, shaped something like 
Florida, lies midway between China and Japan, 
and has often been invaded by both, as well as 
by new hordes of Manchus on the north. She 
has been made poor, and kept poor, by being 
‘ground thus between the upper and the nether | 
‘millstone. A large tract on her northern border 
has been purposely desolated, that, like Russia 
‘at the French invasion, she might starve out the 
approaching enemy. Nor is this all. On the 
northern coast beyond appears the Russian 
“power as a menace to each and all of the three.

There have been many 
sublime spectacles in human history—Socrates 
in the presence of his judges, Paul revealing to 
the Athenians their ‘‘unknown God,’’ Luther 
at the Diet of Worms, Lincoln proclaiming 
freedom to three millions of slaves—but no 
less remarkable was this Sabbath morning salu- 
tation, in which an American fleet, with such 
music as those hillsides never echoed before, 
chanted the glories of Jehovah before the gates 
of a heathen nation. It was a strange sum- 
mons to the Japanese. It was their first sermon. 
Thousands of them fave since bowed before 
Jehovah’s throne, and have themselves learned 
} to sing “Old Hundred.” 

When the Japanese boy Neesima crossed the 
ocean as a ship’s servant and sought in Boston 
an education, that, too, was accepted as a 
providence—as a Macedonian call, and to-day 
Neesima is one of the most useful missionaries 
in Japan. 

When, in 1872, two young men from that same 
country appeared at the office of the Reformed 
Mission Board in New York, and announced 
that they had heard the guns of our flagship at 
Nagaski and had come hither to ‘‘learn how to 
make big guns,” it was interpreted as a provi- 
dence—as a proof that God had sent them to 
learn something better than making guns; and 
they proved to be the forerunners of about 500 
Japanese students who came to this country, and 
of the inauguration of a thorough school sys- 
tem throughout Japan. When, before 1872, two 
Japanese gentlemen of high rank saw from the 
deck of a vessel a floating English Bible, found 
an interpreter, and learned its contents and be-| 
came Christians, it seemed a providence and a 
harbinger; for, so far as known, they were the 
first Christian converts of Japan.

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he viewed it, whether with reference to revelation, 
to history, or to morality, it was to him “an invalu- 
able and inexhaustable mine of knowledge and 
virtue.” Daniel Webster said that from the time 
when, at his mother’s feet or on his father’s knee, 
he first learned to lisp verses from the sacred writ- 
ings, they had been his daily study and vigilant 
contemplation—and that if there was anything in 
his style or thoughts to be commended, the credit 
was due to his kind parents, who instilled into 
his mind an early love of the Scriptures. Sir 
William Jones declared it to be his opinion that 
‘‘the Bible contains more true sensibility, more 
exquisite beauty, more pure morality, more im- 
portant history, and finer strains of poetry and 
eloquence, than can be collected from all other 
books, in whatever age or language they may be 
written.” Rousseau confessed that ‘‘the majesty” 
of the Scriptures astonished him, and that the 
holiness of the evangelists spoke to his heart. 
Paul said the Scriptures are able to make men 
wise unto salvation. In proof of the professions 
of no other book or collection of books, can 
testimony so abundant, so clear and so weighty, 
be adduced. 

There is reason to fear, however, that many who 
praise the Bible seldom read it. To the question, 
‘“Who is Shakspeare?”” some one answered, 
“Shakspeare is an author that everybody talks 
about and no one reads.” It is doubtless true that 
many who would assent to all that might be said 
in praise of our sacred book, permit whole months 
to pass without brushing the dust from its covers. 
A poor shepherd who had bought’ an old Bible 
discovered, one day, that several of its leaves 
were pasted together. Separating them he found 
a bank bill for five hundred francs (ninety-five 
dollars), accompanied by this will and testament : 
“T gathered together this money with very great 
difficulty, but having none as natural heirs except 
those who need nothing, I make thee, whosoever 
shall read this Bible, my heir.’? In every copy of 
God’s word there are treasures richer than were 
found by the pious shepherd. Is it not a per- 
petual marvel that men are not searching for them 
day and night? As successive generations, in 
ignorance of their resources, till for corn the soil 
in which lie silver and gold, so men toil and weep 
and pass away, not knowing the riches of revela- | 
tion. The Bible makes wise unto salvation only | 
them that become familiar with its truths. Resolve, | 
then, that your book-mark shall never lie between | 
the same leaves of your Bible two consecutive | 
days. Thus you cannot but have a growing ap- | 
preciation of the beauty and helpfulness of the |

CHARMS OF SACRED LITERATURE, 


BY REY. JOHN ALONZO FISHER. 


Jerome was versed in the polite literature of his 
day, and in the works of classic writers. He tells 
us that in.a dream he once thought himself ar- 
raigned before the judgment seat of Christ, where 
he was asked the nature of his profession. He 
answered, ‘‘I am a Christian.” ‘‘Thou art not!” 
said the judge, ‘‘Thou art a Ciceronian, for the 
works of that author possess thy heart.” The 
judge then gave order that he should be scourged 
by angels. Although it was only a dream, his 
chastisement never was forgotten ; it changed the 
direction of his thoughts. ‘‘ From that time,” he 
says, ‘‘I gave myself to the reading. of divine 
things with greater diligence and attention than 
I had ever read the other authors.” To give un- 
due attention to«secular reading, to the neglect of 
sacred literature, is a temptation peculiar to the 
cultivated believer, and it is a real temptation ; 
for one may be as sordid in the acquisition of 
knowledge as in the pursuit of wealth. To many 
a Christian student, a dream like that’of Jerome’s 
would be a blessing. 

Whatever may remain unread, do not neglect 
the word of God; it is ‘‘ profitable for doctrine, 
for reproof, for correction, for instruction in 
righteousness ; that the man of God may be per- 
fect, thoroughly furnished unto all good works.” 
__Do you love to turn the pages of old books? 
None can be found that are older than the earliest 
books of our Bible. Do you find special delights 
in history? Here are records than which none are 
more ancient, more trustworthy, or more im- 
portant. Are you fond of biography? Here are 
the lives of Moses, the lawgiver and leader of the 
Hebrew race; of David, the shepherd-boy, poet, 
and king; and of Jesus Christ, the incarnate Son 
of God. Is poetry, to you, a feast of beauty, an 
intoxicant of the ‘emotions?

Leeds, expressing strong desire to have the 
Scriptures circulated in Bolivia; from Rev. Wm. 
M. Brown, of Brazil, reporting some increase of 
sales; from Rev. H. P. Hamilton, of Mexico, 
mentioning some signs of encouragement in 
the midst of great indifference; from Rev. E. 
T. Doane, of Micronesia, with some new transla- 
tions of Scripture into Ponape ; from Rev. W. L. 
Whipple, written in the midst of turmoil and 
outbreak at Tabreez, on the 12th of July; from 
Mr. Diaz, who had been violently assailed in 
Cuba; from Mr. C. T. O. King, giving an ac- 
count of sales in Liberia. 

Grants of books were made for benevolent 
distribution in the United States and in foreign 
countries, the aggregate value of which was 
about $9,300. Funds were granted to the amount 
of $197. 

It was reported that 264 colporteurs are now 
in the employ of the Society.
